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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's 5/28/04 Amendment, which that cancels claims 17-23, adds 
new claims 24-30, and amends the specification, is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

New matter pertains to Independent claims 24 and 28 that recite the 
limitation, "wherein the waterproof casing is adapted to attach to a boom". 
Underlining provided. 

3. Claims 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
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The term "adapted to" means modifying a component or structure to fit 
another component or structure. There is neither an adequate description how 
and in what manner the waterproof casing is adapted (or modified) to attach to 
the boom. 

4. Claims 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are vague and indefinite and the metes and bounds of the 
claim cannot be determined, for the reason given in section 3 above. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 24 and 25 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a) the word "to" is missing before "discriminate" at line 5 of claim24; b) "detectors" 
should be "detector" at line 2 of claim 25. Appropriate correction is required.
